“ The bad tiling about the cut in funds for education is that 
tiie public supports it,” said Chancellor Archie Dykes. “People 
hate to pay taxes even for education,” he added. 

No longer will UTM boast thatitisthe “fastest growing school 
in Tennessee” because it lias no money for expansion and, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Dykes, work can not start on another building 
for at least the next two years. 

The future does not look good. This newspaper urges all stu¬ 
dents to write to their state legislators urging a reappraisal 
of their proposed budget. Your letters can help. That is, if 
you have the fortitude to pick up pen and paper and conquer 
inertia, see editorial on page two.

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Student Critiques Might 
Improve Instruction

It has been said that teaching in college can be the easiest 
or the hardest job In the world. Some of our professors are 
making It the easiest. Hiey are drawing a salary paid to them 
by taxpayers and students for doing a third-rate job that many 
beginning freshmen could top. 

A MASTER’S DEGREE or even a Ph. D doesn’t assure a per¬ 
son of the ability to convey his knowledge to others, and a pro¬ 
fessorship doesn’t make a person a teacher. An instructor 
should give his ultimate ability to his classes. 

He should make every effort to assure an atmosphere where 
communication between student and teacher is open and unin¬ 
hibited. An unconcerned person cannot be a good educator, and 
UT Martin has too many unconcerned instructors. 

A UNIVERSITY HAS a responsibility to see that its staff mem¬ 
bers are of the highest caliber. The best way to be sure its 
teachers are reaching their classes is to ask the students for 
an honest course evaluation. Student government has such a 
plan in the making now. 

In the proposed system, a teacher could ask that his students 
fill out an anonymous evaluation of his teaching methods. The 
evaluations would be kept in a sealed envelope until after the 
quarter’s grades had been mailed. Only then would the instructor 
see the forms. Hie plan would be offered as a service to the 
teaciier to enable him to Judge his effectiveness in the class¬ 
room. Hopefully, he would use the plan to discover his weak¬ 
nesses and to improve his techniques. 

THIS PAPER URGES student government to hastily make the 
service available and hopes each instructor will take advantage 
of it. The service could be the first step in ridding our campus 
of incompetency. 

Stagnation Insured 
As State Cuts Budgets

Several years ago the Tennessee Education Association adopt¬ 
ed the motto, “Schools come first in building Tennessee’s 
economy.” This year the Tennessee Higher Education Com¬ 
mission informally adopted the motto, "47, and going to 50.” 

THE 1969-70 CAPITAL outlay budget of $47.7 million, of 
which 21.4 million would be provided by state appropriations, 
as proposed by the Tennessee Higher Education Commission 
represents approximately one-third of the amount orlginaUy 
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requested by UT. 

Unless additional funds are appropriated, UT will, for the 
first time, have to limit enrollments, and sharply curtail ex¬ 
pansion programs and other services. According to UT Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Andrew D. Holt, Tennessee will probably drop to the 
bottom of the list of southern states in per capita support of 
higher education. 

“THE INSTITUTION WILL operate on these thrice-reduced 
appropriations if it positively must, but if this is the case, the 
people of Tennessee should know in advance that their State 
University will drop even further below sister institutions in 
neighboring states, and will lose the momentum which has carried 
it toward greatness in recent years,” stated Dr. Holt. “Hie 
same is true for other state colleges and universities of Ten¬ 
nessee.” 

There is a colloquial adage which reads, “You can’t make 
chicken souffle out of chicken feed,” and truly, "schools do 
come first in building Tennessee’s economy.” 


'Prize' Editorial Points 
Up War, Crisis Ot Cities 

(This editorial was the first place winner in the “Best Editorial 
on Any Non-Campus Issue” category. It appeared in the Ander- 
sonian at Anderson College (Ind.).~ From Indiana College Press 
Association.) 

The crisis of the cities and the war in Vietnam became even 
stranger bedfellows this summer as the ghettos in some 50 
urban areas exploded and as the war in Vietnam took on an even 
greater intensity. 

Undoubtedly the ultimate political impact of this summer's 
events has been and will be greater than any event since the 
Korean War. Nevertheless, this impact has many ramifications. 

Any direct linkage between the war and the urban explosion 
must be considered tenous at best. However, the indirect link¬ 
ages are many. Hie war draws to rebuild the cities, and civil 
rights advocates often charge that Negroes are being sent to 
fight a war in which they have no personal stake. 

And it is perhaps a sad commentary on the state of affairs 
in the United States that even after some 10 years of court de¬ 
cisions and legislation, the most integrated sector of American 
society and the one where the Negro can rise fastest is the 
military. 

However, the stance of the United States in Vietnam also has 
legal and political bases, and the results if we were to suddenly 
withdraw would be profound. Nevertheless, the war as it is 
presently being fought does not seem to be bringing progress. 

After nearly three years of U. S. bombing, Hanoi has given 
no Indication of a willingness to come to the conference table. 
In South Vietnam five village pacification programs have been 
tried and have failed. 

With the present situation in mind and the possibility of a war 
of attrition which will last another 10 or 20 years, perhaps a 
reassessment of our nation’s priorities is necessary. Hie ills 
of the cities must be cured if this nation is to be livable, but 
the continuation of a policy of "guns and butter” economics 
appears to be a practical as well as a political impossibility. 

Although it might be a risky solution at best, it appears that 
the United States, for the sake of her own best interest, should 
start a slow but deliberate withdrawal from her commitment 
in Vietnam, while encouraging the new government in Vietnam 
to take more responsibility upon itself. If not, we are apt to 
find ourselves forever supporting a government that would fall 
at once without us.

THE BOARD DECIDES TO RE¬ 
VIEW THE DECISION, rtWILL 
AUTOMATICALLY BECOME 
EFFECTIVE IN 30 DAYS. 

I don’t think that many stu¬ 
dents know of this and I urge 
them to rise to protect their 
youth fares. Most at us have 
limited budgets and receive our 
spending money from part-time 
jobs. I URGE EVERY STU¬ 
DENT TO CONTACT THE 
CIVIL AERONAUTICS BOARD, 
1825 Connecticut Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D.C., 2009 and 
voice their protest against this 
unfair decision against youth 
fares. It is Important that this 
be done within the next 30 days 
so that a new hearing will be 
set, otherwise the ruling will 
automatically become law. 

I am told that Western Union 
has a new opinion telegram and 
for 90$, which can be charged 
to a student’s telephone, a 15 
word telegram could be sent 
from anywhere in the U.S. to 
your own congressman, the. 
President and Vice-President.' 
If a student doesn’t have time 
to write his opinion, I recom¬ 
mend that he call his nearest 
Western Union office and send 
the wire. 

I hope that you will print the 
above letter in the editorial 
section of your paper, since I 
feel students should be Inform¬ 
ed of this injustice and that 
this issue Is one that you are 
obligated to present to your 
readers.

The merits and dangers of marijuana have been a center of 
much discussion and controversy the last few years, but not un¬ 
til lately has extensive scientific research been done on the 
subject. 

USED BY MEN for centuries, marijuana Is now under the 
scientists’ scope In an effort to separate the truth from the 
tradition of this drug. 

Experts estimate that from 
S to 20 million Americans have 
tried pot at least once. Though 
sale of marijuana itself Is 
Illegal, a thriving business has 
been established all over the 
country to sell all the extras 
used with pot. 

FROM NEW YORK to Hous¬ 
ton to Oakland, a needy smoker 
of grass already possessing his 
most basic equipment-llke top- 
quality Acapulco Gold at $15 
an ounce can buy flavored cig¬ 
arette paper, tweezers to hold 
the cigarettes down to the last 
puff, special pot pipes, and even 
such books as “A Guide to the 
Complete Enjoyment of Pot.” 

Marijuana Is not a narcotic 
like heroin and cocaln, but un¬ 
der the Federal Narcotic Con¬ 
trol Act all these drugs are 
treated as equals. 

THE MINIMUM SENTENCE 
for a first-offense possessor Is 
from two to ten years, while 
the third time around the sen¬ 
tence Is from ten to forty years. 

Selling marijuana is also a 


felony. The punishment varies 
from a fixed minimum 5-15 
years in prison. 

THERE IS SOME evidence 
that the use of marijuana leads 
the user to a psychological de¬ 
pendence while a parallel loss 
in ambition and energy takes 
place. 

A team of Harvard and Bos¬ 
ton University investigators re¬ 
ported that some subjects who 
had previously been able to 
guage a five-minute Interval 
with fair accuracy guessed that 
the same interval was ten min¬ 
utes after having their smokes. 

NO CONCRETE EVIDENCE 
has been found, however, to 
support the myth that mari¬ 
juana is the first step towards 
such addicting drugs as heroin, 
or that the user is compelled 
to crime.

DR. FINK FEELS that “there 
are no facts about marijuana 
being danerous, surely not 
more dangerous than alcohol 
and nicotine.” 

The most shocking Informa¬ 
tion yet produced comes from 
Dr. William F. Geber, an as¬ 
sociate professor of phar¬ 
macology at the medical school 
of the University of Georgia 
at Albany. 


DR. GEBER INJECTED 
large doses of marijuana plant 
resin Into pregnant rabbits and 
hamsters; the litters arrived 
either dead or malformed. 

The malformations seem to 
be closely related to the dos¬ 
age of marijuana, but Dr. 
Geber said that the experiments 
furnish little definite knowledge 
about marijuana and its effects 
upon human birth. 

AS THE USE OR abuse of 
marijuana spreads from the 


slums to the campus and from 
the schools to the suburbs, the 
rate of both research and de¬ 
bate picks up. 

The loss of motivation — an 
enlargement of self-under- 
standing — a dangerous cop 
out — a simple habit less harm¬ 
ful than smoking — these are 
a few of the statements made 
about marijuana.
